Dr. Davenport's address was not 


a succession of flights of oratory nor 
an attempt to suggest remedies fur 
all the ills of mankind; rather it was 
a, clear 
and 
cogent discussion of 


present conditions In Kurope, an en- 
lightening discussion Af Just what Is 
happening In the national conscious- 
ness of the nation of the Old world. 
The speaker spent last summer In 
Europe where he observed, with that 
keen power of analysis of cause* which 
has made him an authority upon In- 
ternational problems, just what was 
happening. 


The speaker, said that one of his 


Impressions was that Europe is bound 
hand 
and 
foot by tradition* and 


prejudices of age old orlicin. Another 
impression ivas that political autoc- 
racy is dead In Europe. Kings and 
queens rule now only so long as they 
are of real service to their people. 
He prophesices the fall in like man- 
ner of Industrial and class autocracies.
